Prayer, The Most 
Essential Thing 


Lord Teach Us To 
Pray

The prayer recorded in Luke was 
delivered by our Lord at a time aw. 
under circumstances differing from 
those to which Matthew referred. The 
one was spoken in Galilee, the other 
in Judea; the one unasked for and the 
other at a request of a disciple; the 
one as He was praying and the other 
after He had been praying. “Lord, 
teach us to pray.” The disciples felt 
the need of knowing how to approach 
the throne of grace and to bring 
themselves in touch and favor with a 
loving, affectionate, heavenly Father. 

The spirit of the Lord’s prayer is 
beautiful. The form of petition 
breathes a filial spirit; a.reverential 
spirit, a dependent spirit. “Forgive us 
our trespasses as we forgive them that 
trespass against us.” It is impossible 
to get our prayer thru to God if we 
hold things against others in our 
hearts. We must first have a forgiving 
spirit if we expect to receive. “Thy 
will be done.” In all things we must 
be completely surrendered to the will 
of God or our petitions will not be 
answered. “Lead us not into tempta- 
tion but deliver us from evil.” A con- 
fidential and adorning spirit. “For 
thine is thé kingdom, and the power, 
and the glory for ever and _ ever. 
Amen.” I used to think that the Lord’s 
prayer was a short prayer but as I 
live longer and see more of life I be- 
gin to believe that there is no such 
thing as getting thru with it. If a man 
praying that prayer were to be stop- 
ped by every word until he had really 
prayed it, it would take him a life- 
time, 

“Our Father.” There would be a 
wall a hundred feet high in just those 
two words to most men. If,.they might 
say, Our Tyrant, or our Monarch, or 
even our Creator, they could get along 
with it, but “our Father”! Why a 
man is almost a saint who can pray 
that. You read, “Thy will be done.” 
You say to yourself, “Oh, I can pray 
that,” and all the time your mind goes 
round and round in immense circles 
and far off distances, but God is con- 
tinually bringing the circles to you 
until He says, “How is it about your 
temper and pride? How is it about 
your business and your daily life?” 
This is a revolutionary petition. It 
will make many a man’s’. shop ana 
store tumble to the ground to utter it. 
You can stand at the end of the ave- 
nue along which all his pleasant 
thoughts and wishes are blossoming 
like flowers and send these terrible 
words, “Thy will be done,” crashing 
down thru it. I think it is the most 
fearful prayer to pray in the world. 

A group of eastern travelers travel 
ing thru Arabia with a company tar- 
ried to camp. Just at this time a 
crowd of Arabs surrounded them de- 
manding that they were rebels and 
against God. One in the company who 
could speak the Arab language turned 
to an elderly person whose garb be 
spoke him to be a priest, “Who taught 
you,” he said, “that we disbelieve 
God? Hear my daily prayer.” He then 
repeated the prayer that Jesus repeat- 
ed.to His disciples, and the old Arab 
lifted up his hands and said, “God, 
smite me if I again rebuke these who 
have learned to know thy will and 
obey it.” 

I read a vision of one who was in a 
congregation where much prayer was 
being made to God. He saw several 
angels at the elbow of @very one ready 
to write down his petition. Those 
who prayed heartily their angels wrote 
down their petitions in gold. Those 
who prayed but coldly and carelessly 
their angels wrote too but it was with 
water. And those who prayed custom- 
arily only from the teeth outward had 
their angels by them who seemed to 
write but it was with a dry pen, no 
ink in it. Such as slept had their an- 
gels by them but they laid their pens 
by. Such as had worldly thoughts 
their angels wrote them in dust. And 
sueh as had envious and malicious 
spirits their angels wrote with gall. 
If this be so, I fear few angels have 
written this day in gold letters. But 
the pens of others have gone fast. We 
should be careful, prayerful and earn-

It will be the duty of eaen district 
overseer to hold quarterly conferences 
in each church as nearly so as pos- 
sible and have the clerk to send the 
quarterly report to the state overseer. 
This is a ruling of the Assembly and 
is a fine thing. 

The Assembly has ruled that before 
one is recommended to the ministry 
by the local church the district Over- 
seer should consult the state overseer 
and get his permission. All question- 
naires coming to me out of harmony 
with the teachings of the Church of 
God will be returned. 

Last year we had about twenty-five 


deacons and preachers who were not 
paying tithes. I took the matter up 
with them. Some surrendered their 
papers, some went to paying, others 
promised and have not. The Assem- 
bly has ruled that all ministers and 
deacons will have to pay tithes to re- 
tain their license. Mercy was extended 
last year, but it is now time to line 
up or give up, and those who have not 
lined up will do well to begin now in 
order to get their license renewed the 
first of the year. I am going to insist 
on the district overseers, pastors and 
church clerks to report all ministers 
who are not paying tithes. They are 
to be an example to the flock and 
first partake of the fruit. 

The church clerks with but little ex- 
ceptions, were loyal last year in mak- 
ing their reports to the state overseer 
and Headquarters. Most ministers 
have also made their monthly reports 
regularly. This is encouraging. I hope 
Kentucky will be one hundred per 
cent this year in reporting. The Assem- 
bly has said do it and we have said 
we believe it; therefore, let us do it. 

Please don’t forget the orphans. This 

is a worthy work. I hope every Sun- 
day School will get the banks from 
Headquarters and make an effort to 
fill them as soon as possible. 
The mission work should not be neg- 
lected. We have been slow in this line 
of work. We have another new mis- 
sionary and it is going to mean an 
increase of funds. Send one half of 
your missionary offerings to Head- 
quarters and the other half to Chas. 
E. Lockard, state mission treasurer, 
Rt. 3, Box 303, Louisville, Ky. 

Most of the churches have been sup- 
plied with pastors. It would have been 
hard to satisfy everybody. In the ap- 
pointments I hawe taken into consider- 
ation the ability and circumstances of 
both churches and preachers and have 
done what I thought was right. If 
you think I have made a mistake, 
please pray for me and do your best 
to be satisfied. I would like for every 
church to have a big, well educated, 
spiritual preacher and would like for 
every preacher to have a big, fat 
church but we have only just what we 
have; therefore, let us do our best to 
make everything better. The pastor 
can make the church better and the 
church can make the pastor _ better. 
The pastor can make the church bet- 
ter by using love and wisdom mixea 
with prayer and consecration. The 
church can make their pastor better 
by encouraging him with your cooper- 
ation and standing by him with your 
means. A nice Christmas present such 
as a suit of clothes bought by the en- 
those who want to join the church a 
chance to do so. We had the Lord in 
this meeting.

cedents were such as_ to reflect no 
honor, but in the world’s judgment 
rather discredit to the Savior? This 1s 
what a hostile biographer would have 
done. And are we to account for it as 
for the appearance of tares among the 
wheat by saying, An enemy hath done 
this? Assuredly not. The record pro- 
ceeds from the pen of a disciple and 
was written by the penman as he was 
moved by the Holy Ghost. The truth 
is, that hope hangs nowhere more 
within reach of sinners than on these 
branches that pride would lop off — 
there the lowliest penitent, the vilest 
wretch who writhes like a crushed 
worm in the dust, may pluck the 
fruit of the tree of life. These names 
missing we should have wanted one 
of the most remarkable proofs thar 
the honors of the heavenly kingdom 
are bestowed on the dishonorable; and 
that the graces of salvation, given 
without respect of person or regard to 
merit, are free as the winds of heav- 
en. To find Tamar and Rahab anda 
Bathsheba in the same roll with such 
grand saints as Abraham and Jacob 
and the sweet singer of Israel relieves 

our fears and sustains our hopes. 

Some Sabbaths ago on returning 
from church I saw a little bird seated 
on a leafless spray of lilies. As he sat 
there with red throbbing breast and 
his large bright golden eye turned on 
the setting sun he sang most beautt- 
fully a carol of the spring, and to my 
ear his notes fashioned themselves 
into the words of a song that cele- 
brates the departure of gloomy winter 
and how soft the “westlin breezes” 
blow. And to my fancy these women In 
the roll of the ancestry of the Savior 
of the world, the Price of life, the 
Lord of Glory, speak life to us. Give 
them speech and they say, If Jesus 
was not ashamed of us, neither will 
He be of you. Fear not, He who was 
not ashamed to own us as His moth- 
ers will not be ashamed to call you His 
sisters and His brethren. 

Once on a time our Lord said, I tell 
you of a truth, many widows were in 
Israel in the days of Elias, * * * But 
unto none of them was Elias sent, 
save unto Sarepta, a city of Sidon, un- 
to a woman that was a widow. And 
many lepers were in Israel in the 
time of Eliseus the prophet; and none 
of them was cleansed, saving Naaman 
the Syrian. These words of grace had 
hardly left His lips when the audi- 
ence, starting to their feet, left their 
seats and incensed, infuriated, made 
a rush at the pulpit. Plucking the 
speaker down, they dragged Him 
forth, cast Him out of the synagogue, 
and pouring in an angry tide along 
the streets, thrust Him out of their 
city. For the mercy and grace indicat- 
ed in that declaration we welcome Je- 
sus to our assemblies; and as the 
trumpet of salvation sounds the King’s 
advance we throw the doors wide open, 
crying to them, “Lift up your heads, 
O ye gates; and be ye lifted up, ye 
everlasting doors; and the King of 
glory shall come in;”. and crying to 
Him, “Hosanna to the Son of David: 
Blessed is he that cometh in the name 
of the Lord; Hosanna in the highest.” 

Unless pardon is bestowed on the 
guiltiest and honors crown the vilest 
head; unless men are chosen to eter- 
nal life not out of regard to merit but 
of the freest mercy; unless the dogs, 
so to speak, may not crawl under the 
table and eat the crust and crumbs of 
the floor, but transformed into men 
may sit down and eat of the children’s 
bread, what hope for us? What doest 
thou here, Elijah? Thank God for the 
blessed story! Woman of Canaan, 
bright star of the east, lead on. We 
follow thee, beautiful exemplar of 
faith, thy success assuring us that 
none come in vain to Jesus who go 
with thy earnest heart, thy frank con- 
fession, thy touching plea. Truth, 
Lord, yet the dogs eat the erumbs 
that fall from their master’s table. 

In further meditation on this case 
consider 
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1. HER HUMBLE CONFESSION. 

I believe in the dignity of human 
nature. Like an old roofless temple, 
man is a grand and solemn ruin on 
the front of which we can still trace 
the mutilated inscription of His origi- 
nal dedication to God. Thou hast made 
him a little lower than the angels and 
has crowned him with glory and hon- 
or. And there are points of view from 
which an angel of heaven may regard 
us as occupying a position but a lit- 
tle lower than his own, as the next 
link in the chain of creation, as raised 
to a platform where our heads are at 
least on a level with his feet. 

We enter the study of a Galileo or 
a Newton to see in such a philosopher 
the dignity of human nature. Image 
of his maker, he is holding converse 
with the heavens, measuring the dis- 
tance between star and star, following 
the comet on its fiery track, weighing 
not hills only but worlds in scales, 
suns and planets in his balance. Leav- 
ing these scenes of calm and lofty 
thoughts there, where man subdues 
the elements to his will, binds fire 
and water to his wheels, makes forked 
lightning his messenger, compels the 
stubborn earth to supply his table and 
the worms to spin his dress and 
spreading his sail to the wind God-like 
has his way on the sea and his path 
in the mighty waters, again we see the 
dignity of human nature. Nor to feel 
our superiority and justify such an 
expression as the dignity of our na- 
ture is it necessary to enter the quiet 
study of a Newton, or amid the sound- 
ing anvils and roar of its machinery 
the workshop of a Watt. We see it in 
that little child who at dewy eve with 
sapling in her hand and her nakea 
foot on the flowery sward drives the 
cattle home, controlling the sulky 
leader of the herd with her infant 
voice and turning him with a wave of 
her infant hand. 

But on turning the subject round 
and looking at the moral aspects of 
man, alas for the dignity of human 
nature: A bright intellect and a dark 
heart, likeness to God in mind and 
unlikeness to Him in morals, the 
union in one creature of the intellect 
of an angel with the passions of a 
heart. Nature never gave birth to such 
a monster. This is the work of sin, 
not of God. And we have only to look 
at our own race, at ourselves in this 
respect to subscribe to the Canaanite’s 
confession or to justify the language 
of a man whose piety was as trans- 
cendent as his genius and beside 
whom our giants are but dwarfs, who 
said (I quote the words of David), I 
was as a beast before thee. 

A beast! Of all the creatures which 
passed in long procession before Adam 
take that which furnished our Lord 
with His figure of speech and with 
whose habits we are so well acquaint- 
ed. The dog is an animal which the 
Easterners hold in foul contempt, Jop 
saying, Whose fathers I would have 
disdained to have set with the dogs 
of my flesh; Hazael saying, What! Is 
thy servant a dog that he should do 
this great thing? Goliath saying, 
when the stripling advanced to meet 
him, Am I a dog that thou comest to 
me with staves? Yet observe the dog. 
Look at him as he lies there, with 
wakeful eye, on guard over his mas- 
ter’s property, ready to spring at the 
robber’s throat, to die of hunger rath- 
er than desert his post and betray his 
trust. How faithful! The artist did 
him no more justice who painted him 
as an emblem of fidelity. But which 
of us has been as faithful to our God? 

Look at him again there where he 
lies. When the spring has melted the 
wreaths in the corrie, stretched out 
in death on his master’s corpse, faith- 
ful unto death, his last act was to 
lick the dead man’s face, his dying 
moans, that sunk lower and lower as 
the frost congealed his blood and the 
snowdrift gathered over them, saying, 
Where thou diest I will die, anda 
there will I be buried.

The true nature of prayer and the 
proper spirit of prayer are very nec- 
essary. A touching argument implorea 
asking, seeking, knocking. The proper 
idea indeed is that prayer in a very 
simple term, but in reality, is the 
highest exercise of the soul and re- 
quires for its presentation a consecra- 
tion of all powers. In speaking of the 
man who went to his friend at mid- 
night, Jesus impresses the thought 
that it was for his importunity that he 
did rise and give him as many as he 
needed. Friendship might have urged 
him to give but continuous importun- 
ity obligated him to the effort of ris- 
ing, so it was for his continually 
knocking that he received the blessing, 
Jesus impresses this upon His dls- 
ciples, that they should continue to 
call upon the Lord until they receive 
the blessing that their hearts are long- 
ing for. 

I read a story of a missionary who 
had gathered around her a group of 
villagers who came to hear about Je- 
sus. She said,“Jesus is able to save you 
today. Is there any one here who wants 
salvation?” Immediately a man cried 
out, “Oh, f do want to be saved. I had 
rather have salvation for my _ soul 
than to have all the goods of this 
world.” She, unable to express her- 
self in words on the account of not 
speaking fluently the language of the 
hearers, impressed upon this poor 
man to seek the Lord. In his ignor- 














ance and superstition he arose imme- 





diately and for three days and nights 
rambled from place to place seeking 
the bodily presence of Jesus. At last 
weary and disheartened he threw him- 
self on the ground and groaned out 
his agony. The Lord heard this poo 
man’s cry and filled his soul with joy. 
He had sought the bodily presence of 
Christ mistaking the instructions of 
the missionary. He returns to the 
place of worship and in his own lan- 
guage gives his own experience tell- 
ing his native people how to seek Je 
sus. Thousands of petitioners ramble 
in their thoughts and cover hours and 
days in seeking and imploring the 
Lord for what they want, but if they 
could only learn the secret of bringing 
themselves into subjection to His will, 
they would immediately receive the 
blessing for which they seek. 

Without the true spirit from above, 
it will be impossible for us to make 
our petitions to the Lord in that good, 
effectual way that will bring the de 
sire of our hearts. Prayer is a sincere 
desire of the heart. It is the present- 
ing of our requests to God either in 
words or by lifting up our hearts to 
Him breathing out our desires. The 
heart must be the agent. Without 
this, lip service will be an abomina- 
tion to the Lord. Christ Jesus is the 
only medium of prayer. He is the way 
to the Father. By Him we have ac- 
cess. We must ask all things in His 
name and accept all things thru His 
merits. He is the Mediator between 
God and man. Prayer must be our 
constant exercise. 

I am writing this hoping that the 
spirit of prayer will take hold of ev- 
ery preacher and every member of the 
Church of God. Last year was a greal 
year for the Church. Our number was 
increased to 29,354 and we hope to 
double that number this year, not for 
self-praise or for worldly honor, but 
in the name of Him who died that we 
might live and for the sake of the lost 
in this world of sin and trouble. Let 
us go forth with renewed energy and 
prayerfully implore the throne of 
grace that God’s richest blessings 
might accompany those for whom we 
labor.
